At a meeting of the Clare Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation in Ennis to-day—Mr. Michael Brassil

loses its rural population is on the downward 
slope to extinction as sure as the sun is in 
the heavens—no matter how lon 15 it may 
take her to reach the bottom istory and 

sense prove that 

Human denudation of the countryside 
has already begun in Ireland, to the sorrow 
and alarm of every independent friend of our 
country. There mav be many factors at 
work, but the substantial cause of this flight 
from the land is that a state of affairs has 
been allowed to develop here under which 


‘the farmer is little better than a pauper. 


All other industries have their profits guar- 
anteed or can fix their own prices, but the 
queen industry is compelled to starve. 
‘Judging by the loud clamour now heard 
on all sides, and by the many outstretched 
arms appealing through Press and plat- 
form, the community has at last woke up to 
realisation of this fundamental truth: that 
the whole country ultimately depends on 
the farmers whom they so gloriously despise 

Up to now they have pleasantly thought that 
the farmer should work for nothing and be 
content with his brogies and tattered coat. 
while they flaunted their cigarettes and 
fashions, dancing parties, joy rides and 
hebdomadal excursions in motor cars. As a 
matter of fact, the farmers are the most 
patriotic and unselfish branch of the com- 
munity, and their occupation, notwithstand- 
ing the city man’s contempt thereof, is the 
noblest. occupation im life. And in the 
present crisis there is no body of citizens to 
whom Ireland can look with so much con- 
fidence for help, defence, protection and 


sacrifice as she can to the farmers of the 
country, who till the land and raise the 
bread and butter that keeps us all alive. 


It is a sorry state of affairs that the 
prime industry of the country should be re- 


duced to such a miserable condition that some 
farmers now require the help of credits to en- 
able them to perform work of national neces- 
sity. In all this care should be taken that 
the reasonable security granted to the farmers 


in the matter of price will not be availed-of 


as a pretext by the monopolists and profi- 
teers in trade to increase excessively the 
general cost of living in pursuit of ‘fancy 
profits for themselves. It is time that some 
curtailment were made in the big emoluments 
at, the top and that the man on the ground 
should not have to carry all the burdens. 
The foams only want fair play, and it is

When Miss Cepta Cullen, cho

Here was a ballet, conceived by a poet, and 
essentially Irish in its conception, that had 
been translated from the poetry of words into 
the potty of motion and music—the 
choreography of Cepta Cullen, the music of 
Elizabeth Maconch » presented 
particularly fitting decor by Mainie Jellett, 
All the light-heartedness of Puck Fair, 
the gay August days in Kerry, was there; 
the tinkers on the fair-ground, the village 
lads and lasses dancing, the lovable girl and 
the fiery tinker. Earher in the evening Pat 
McLean had given some very good dancing 
but in the röle of the lovable girl she 
everything she had done before. With 
Burke (the Fiery Tinker) she danced per- 
fectly—one regretted, perhaps, the brevity 
of the ballet. The infuriated mother 
(Catherine O'Reilly) danced her to flight, 
calling on the Black-coated Gentleman 
(Seamus Higgins) and the Civic Guard 
(Maurice gi á to apprehend the. tinker— 
Higgins and Selwyn were grand in these röles. 
The rescue by the tinkers and the seizure of 
the Black-coated Gentleman and the Guard 
were neat pieces of choreography, followed 
swiftly by the preparations to steal King 
Puck himself.

FOLKLORE LECTURES 


About a week ago the lectures in Irish folk. 
lore commenced in College, and they will 
be continued during the rest of the term. 
It is strange that these lectures attract so 
little, especially as the nation prides itself 
on its knowledge of its history, and professes 
the greatest reverence for its forefathers, their 
customs and their beliefs. University College 
has done a great deal to help this research 
into the lives of our people in past centuries, 
and has given several rooms to the Irish Folk- 
lore Commission, which has set up a fine 
library and also established its offices in them. 
The Commission follows generally the methods 
adopted in such countries as Sweden, Norway, 
France, Germany end the United States, and 
before the war was regularly exchanging 
views and mformation with these and other 
countries, The study of Irish folklore 
is, in fact, extraordinarily international 
both because the object of the study is for the 
most part not indigenous, but is to be found

RESEARCH 


Mentioning that the Government would 
soon be in a position to submit b for 
the reorganisation of industrial research, Mr. 
MacEntee added that it would be foolish, 
however, to think that, in a sudden emer- 
gency, any mount of research work, how- 
ever brilliant and imaginative, could enable 
the country within a brief period to meet 
all the deficiencies of imported ‘materials, 
There were many materials for which no 
ersatz could be produced. Anyway, producing 
substitute materials and substitute methods 
was A slow business. Accordingly, he 
feared that in the near future many industrial 
undertakings would experience increasing 
difficulty to procure those supplies which were 
necessary to keep them going. 

One of the great problems before the 
Government was to see that supplies were 
fairly distributed and that the situation 
should not be exploited by any persons for 
their own benefit. Shortage of supplies must 
not be pleaded as a means to drive up the 
price of articles and the cost of living for 
the community at large. 

Measures would be devised to ensure that 
those elements which, by reason of the fact 
that they occupied -key positions in the 
economic life of the country, or were in 
sheltered occupations, or in a position to pass 
on their share of the common burden to the 
rest of the community, could not take ad- 
vantage of their opportunities or yield to the 
temptation. 


-NOT DISTINGUISHED 


Referring to the profession of chemistry, 
Mr. MacEntee said that the achievements "of 
Irishmen in many other branches of science, 
physics, mathematics and geology had been 
noteworthy, but hitherto this country had 
not played a very significant part in the 
advancement of chemical knowledge. That 
must not be said in future Pe the 
main. reason for this rative lack of 
distinction in the field of chemistry was that 
Irishmen up to now had had no remunerative 
opportunities foi thei: abilities in this 
country and had been compelled to devote 
themselves, first and foremost, to the job of 
earning a living.

TRIBUTE TO LEADERS 


“This is the time, I think, to speak of 
the leaders who, at the head of their brave 
troops, have rendered this distinguished ser- 
vice to the King. The first and foremost, 
General Wavell, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Armies of the Middle East, has proved him- 
self a master of war—sage, painstaking, 
daring and tireless. But General Wavell has 
repeatedly asked that others should share 
his. fame.

ROME COMMUNIQUE 


Yesterday’s Rome communiqué stated: In 
Northern Africa there was some action south 
of Benghazi. In East Africa, in the Keren 
sector, the enemy renewed his attacks, which 
were repulsed. On the Somali border an 
enemy attack against Italian positions has 
been repulsed by a counter-attdck. The 
Italian Air Force has co-operated effectively 
in these operations, bombing and machine- 
gunning enemy troops, installations and 
vehicles. 

“The enemy tried to raid Asmara aid Adi 
Ugri (Eritrea), but was pore’ by Italian 
pursuit planes, which brought down four 
British planes. In this action Captain Ario 
Visentini brought down two ’planes, thus 
obtaining his sixteenth victory. Another 
enemy ‘plane was brought down by anti- 
aircraft defences: Three Italian planes failed 
to return. 

“In the Aegean Islands enemy planes 
yesterday afternoon bombed some Italian air- 
fields. There were no casualties and only 
very slight damage was done.“ 

A Cairo message says that Mr. Menzies, 
the Australian Prime Minister, is at present 
in the Western Decert visiting the forward 
positions of ‘he Australian troops.

THE Greeks have inflicted great 

losses on Italian troops in the 
most disastrous of all the counter- 
attacks. yet delivered by the Italians 
in Albania, r to Athens 
radio, quoted by the Press Associa-

The Italian débdcle took place on the 
central battlefront. The Italians left the 
battlefield strewn with dead and wounded, 
the announcer said, addirig that the Italians 
on Friday launched their abortive attempt to 
break through the Greek forces closing in 
upon them at a certain point in the Klisura 
Mountain Pass on the central front. 
-Blackshirts, wearing their distinctive 
uniform, tried to carry the day. Before they 
even had time to deploy for the engage- 
ment the ‘Greeks stopped them.

Great 
losses were inflicted on the Italians, and 
every round fired scored direct hits, throwing 
the Italians into confasion.

SCHEME MEANS 


CONDITIONS IN 
RECEPTION AREAS 


Prefacing his radio talk on Saturday night, 
Mr. Sean Moylan, Parliamentar Secretary 
to the Minister for Defence, said that there 
was no intention to put the evacuation scheme 
into effect unless and until such conditions 
of danger had developed as to render other 
safety provisions inadequate. The Govern- 
ment, he said, realise and wish to impress 
on the public mind the tremendous inter- 
ference with family life that will result from 
evacuation. It will mean the disruption of 
many homes and will demand the reorganisa- 
tion of many others. It will make endless 
demands on patience and good-will, and it 
cannot secure any measure of success without 
a thorough understanding by everybody of 
its difficulties and drawbacks and without a 
resolve on the part of all concerned to accept 
the inevitability of the demand made on their 
citizenship. 

Registration of the various classes ig under 
way. The air raid wardens are this week-end 
distributing pamphlets explanatory of the 
scheme; the members of the Dublin Branch 
of the I.N.T.O. and fifteen hundred civil 
servants have volunteered for the work of 
registration. 

Evacuation has been undertaken, and often 
unsuccessfully, in other countries. The 
Government believe that successful evacua- 
tion depends almost entirely on the living 
conditions and facilities offered in the recep- 
tion area, and are, therefore, anxious to 
secure the co- operation and good-will of 
householders in the defined reception area. 
To that end it has made generous financial 
provision for payment for the accommodation 
sought. That accommodation must and shall 
somehow be provided. He urged on everybody 
concerned the need for registration, and said 
it made very little demand on anybody 5 
time and no demand on anybody's purse. It 
offered a measure of safety which could not 
otherwise be secured and conditions as 
generous as the State is able to provide. If 
the people affected by these proposals will 
register this week, no hitch or difficulty need 
be anticipated in their getting out of Dublin. 
But a decision to put into operation our 
evacuation proposals will be accompanied by 
a standstill order. Individual action cannot 
be. permitted, nor can individual movement 
not previously arranged at registration offices 
be allowed. Those who propose and can 
afford to make their own arrangements must 
do so in co-operation and agreement with 
A.R.P. authorities, or must wait until those 
who have agreed to such. co-operation are 
served.
